Noth- 
ing is more erroneous. 

“Our great neighboring nation, 
headed by its great President, Mr. 
Willson, has only the kindliest feel- 
ing for us and our welfare. It is 
often said here that the American 
army is a nonentity. Though trpe 
that its former army was of little im- 
portance, its present army is one of 
the greatest in existence. It em- 
bodies all of the flower and young, 
clean blood of the nation.”

FRIENDS AND FOES 
CALLED ANGELES 
UNSELFISH PATRIOT 


Only Hope of Famous Soldier 
Was to Bring About Peace 
in Mexico. 

EN. FELIPE ANGELES was 
Goctaseea, before the great war, as 

one of the world’s foremost artil- 
lerists. He had attained considerable 
fame as an artillery commander in 
the Mexican army under the long 
regiine of President Diaz, and cast 
his fortune with Francisco I. Madero 
in the revolution by which Madero 
seized the Mexican presidency. Sub- 
sequently Gen. Angeles enlisted his 
skill in support of the cause of Fran- 
cisco Villa against the Carranza Gov- 
ernment and was'credited with plan- 
ning many of the battles Villa won. 

Both friends and enemies of Gen. 
Angeles have declared that he was 
an unselfish patriot and that his 
hope was to bring about peace in 
Mexico. : 

He was successively student, in- 
structor and director of the Mexican 
Military College, Chapultepec, and 
an author of several textbooks, not 
all of,which dealt with military mat- 
ters. 

Graduating from Chapultepec in 
1892 he was assigned to the engi. 
neers but later to the artillery corps, 
with rank of Captain. In this latter 
branch he served as a member of 
several technical commissions, w 
sent to Europe to inspect artiller 
for the Mexican Government, and 
while there graduated from the 
French artillery schools at Fountain- 
bleau and Malilly; He wrote a text- 
book embodying some of his obser- 
vations in Europe, and France dec- 
orated him with the cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 

Recalled by Madero, 
Angeles was barred from returning. 
to Mexico when Madero’s revolutioi: 
occurred, but when Madero became 
provisjonal President Angeles was re- 
called and placed in command at 
Chapultepec. In 1912 he was madea 
field commander, already having 


| been commissioned as a General, and 


commanded troo in a campaign 
against the bandit Zapata. In this 
service he is said to have won the 
good will of the Mexicans by his 
humanitarian policies. 

When Madero sacrificed his life as 
a penalty for his revolution, Angeles 
was first imprisoned and then ban- 
ished. He returned to lend his sup- 
port to Villa’s various campaigns 
and it is declared that when Villa 
followed his advice the bandit lead- 
er was victorious. After Villa’s fa- 
mous raid upon Columbus, New 
Mexico, Angeles went to the United 
States and remained there for about 
two years. During the war he 
served the French Government as in- 
spector of artilrery ammunition at 
New York. 

He returned to Mexico in Novem- 
ber, 1918, expressing the hope that 
he might unite the scattered revolu-

He accompanied 
Villa in the attack on Juarez, June 
15, 1919, when American troops 
crossed the Rio Grande and  dis- 
persed the revolutionists.

Coal Profits Showdown 
Needed, Declares McAdoo

Former Secretary of Treasury Says Income Tax 
Returns Would Enlighten

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—A show- 
down on profits made by bituminous 
operators is needed for the American 
people to form a just opinion on the 
coal situation, William G. McAdoo, 
former Secretary of the Treasury, de- 
clared gate yesterday. 

McAdoo’s statement was made aft- 
er he had been read an Associated 
Press dispatch from Washington 
giving the substance of the open 
telegram addressed to him by the 
operators, criticising him for ‘“‘in- 
jecting” himself into the wage con- 
troversy. McAdoo had not received 
the telegram itself. 

“The question is whether or not 
the coal operators are making ex- 
cessive profits,’ said his statement. 
“Their income tax returns filed uh- 
der oath will give an understanding 
of the truth and the facts. If they 
are making excessive profits, as they 
were clearly making in 1917, then 
any increase of wages that may be 
made to the miners should not be 
passed on to the public in the form 
of increased prices for bituminous 
coal. A showdown will enable the 
American people to form a just opin- 
ion.”’ 


Operators Reply to McAdoo’s Charge 

of Excessive Profits.

WORKS HIS MACHINES 
TO SPARE LABORERS 


British Peer and Soap Manufac- 
turer Is in U. S. to Explain 
His Industrial Plans. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—*“It is easy 
enough to replace the machinery 
when it is worn out. Not so with the 
man. Conservation of human life is 
the thing. A machinery doctor can 
easily build up a body of steel worn 
from overwork. But the physician 
who attends the worker cannot at- 
tempt to bring him back to 100 per 
cent of efficiency with the same def- 
inite assurance of success.” 

These are the words of Lord 
Leverhulme, Great Britain’s captain 
of industry, who arrived on the Mau- 
retania yesterday, announcing later 
at the Hotel Plaza that he hoped to 
enable big employers of labor in 
America to profit from the practical 
results he has attained in his original 
methods of dealing with labor in 
Pritain. 

Lord Leverhulme conceived the 
idea of “sweating the machine and 
not the man,” as he expresses it. By 
this he means working the human 
machine six arid the steel machine 12 
hours a day. The advantage of this 
plan has been demonstrated to some 
extent by Lord Leverhulme in hia 
factories, not only in Great Britain, 
but in the United States, Canada and 
elsewhere. 

Not a Six-Hour Day. 

Announcing that he hoped to “do 
some missionary owork’’ among 
American employers of labor in be- 
half of the adoption of his plan, 
Lord Leverhulme, after describing in 
detail his system of

“The idea is to get the greatest

Its leaders 
would threaten a general strike and all 
sorts of dire things, not one of which 
would be worse than the conditions 
which we will certainly have within a 
few weeks if things go on as they are.

Discomfort on Street Cars.

THE ONLY WAY TO PEACE. 

Advocating a concurrent resolution of both houses 
of Congress declaring a state of peace with our late 
enemies, Senator Reed admits that he and his asso- 
clates who prevented the ratification of the peace 
treaty have put the United States in an intolerable 
situation. 

The country, he says, ought to be rid of war legis- 
lation and restrictions adopted solely for war emer- 
gency. 

America should have Ambassadors in European 
countries which we have been fighting, in order that 


‘we may not be hopelessly handicapped in interna- 


tional trade. 

He admits the countries guilty of starting the war 
should be punished and our indemnities for actual 
losses should be collected. 

We may add to Senator Reed’s reasons for the 
prompt establishing of peace many more as strong, if 
not. stronger: 

The honor and courage and good faith of the United 
States, which are at stake. 

The interests of humanity. 

The interests of industry and commerce, upon 
which the life of all peoples depends. 

The reconstruction and rehabilitation of industry 
and trade in the countries ruined by the war and 
incapable of reviving their industries without aid 
from us. 

If we do not ratify the treaty and participate in 
its benefits as well as in enforcing its penalties, not 
only shall we endanger the peace of the world, 
but we shall be hopelesssly handicapped {n competi- 
tion with other nations for European trade. 

In short, we cannot have peace, with its full bene- 
fits, without a treaty of peace, nor a guarantee of 
peace with justice without a peace covenant, and Wwe 
can never get a treaty of peace that will compare with 
the Versailles treaty, nor any other peace covenant 
guaranteeing just peace, except that formulated at 
Versailles. Eventually we will have to accept the 
Versailles League of Nations with what shreds and 
patches of peace terms we can get out of our enemies 
in separate negotiations. 

The plan of a concurrent resolutiom of peace with- 
out the approval of the President is sheer nonsense. 
Worthless at best, without his approval and signature 
it would be a “scrap of paper.” 

The only way to actual as well as nominal peace and 
its full benefits, with guarantees of peaceful inter- 
national co-operation to establish justice and prevent 
war, is by the ratifying of the peace treaty in such 
form that it will not have to be returned to the peace 
table for approval. 

The only way.to this end, which alone solves our 
war and peace problems, is by a reasonable compro- 
mise of the differences among the majority of Sen- 
ators who favor ratification. Only 15 are opposed to 
the peace treaty in any form. BHighty Senators of all 
parties have voted for the treaty in one form or an- 
other. 

The people of. all parties, who, we believe, favor 
ratification in reasonable form by an overwhelming 
majority, should “speak out. They should demand 
that the Senate promptly reach a satisfactory con- 
clusion to the treaty controversy at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. » They should demand that all partisan 
and personal and special interest motives be laid 
aside for the welfare of America and the world. 

Let us have peace. 
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A LABOR TIOKET IN 1920. 

A new labor party has been organized at Chicago 
and will hold a convention next spring and place a 
national ticket in the field. 

Similar attempts to align labor in a political move- 
ment of its own have been failures in the past. Work- 
ing men have almost always shown a singular indif- 
ference to distinctive labor representatives on the 
tickets of the old parties and to so-called labor 
planks in their platforms. 

One explanation is that the typical citizen votes not 
as a workingman or capitalist or professional man, 
but as an American. Our whole system is based on 
the principle of geographical representation in poli- 
tics, not representation for different classes or in- 
terests, as in some European countries. It is by no 
means sure that to adopt the Huropean system would 
not give better results in many instances, provided, 
of course, that the change were made thoroughgoing 


and gave just representation to all important classes |. 


and interests. 

Not much hope for the permanent influence of a 
labor party can be entertained when our system in 
other respects conforms to the geographical princi- 
ple. Success for it in a national electicn would mean 
the control of the Government by a single class with 
no responsibility and small representation for other 
classes. It would mean Government of, by and for 
labor, not Government of, by and for the people. Still 
under the changed conditions of the present a labor 
party might gain considerable temporary support and 
draw enough votes from other parties to exert a 
decided effect on the result of one or more elections. 

At any rate, because the workers have shown an 
aversion to supporting labor parties and labor candi- 
dates in the past, it is by no means safe to predict 
that they will not support a-labor party and labor 
candidates now. Such a degree of class consciousness 
as the workers have developed within a comparative- 
ly recent period has never before been known in 
America. They have shown themselves willing to 
adopt very extreme measures for advancing their 


class interests and making their influence felt’ with 
employers and the public. Perhaps, along with othe: 
forms of action, they are ready to experiment for a 
time with political action. 

Third parties, as they are called, have generally 
been short lived in“this country, but it must not be 
supposed that they have been unimportant for that 
reason. On the contrary, they have been enabled to 
exert a profound influence in shaping the permanent 
policies of the country and they have been short 


lived because the older parties have adopted their 


platforms and left them no reason for existence. 
Third parties of progressive tendencies are always 


to be welcomed.

To obtain 
the co-operation of even a majority of the frontage 
owners for the same purpose might require the ex- 
penditure of more time and money than the planting 
itself. 

Why was not this plan adopted long ago? A sur- 
vey of large areas of even the more desirable resi- 
dence districts shows that their great lack is trees. 
The need on many other streets is greater than 
that on Lindell. To transform their bare, shadeless, 
sun-parched stretches in summer, collective tree 
planting under city auspices should begin operating 
at once. 
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THE 8-CENT FARE’S FIEST MONTH. 

The United Railways is not finding the 8-cent fare 
satisfactory. The first month's operation under that 
tariff, according to a statement of the general man- 
ager, shows a deficit of $81,203.31. 

What is to be done about it? The problem is not 
so simple that it can be solved by increasing the 
fare another cent or two. Is the difficulty traceable 
to walking clubs? If it is, then anothcr advance in 
fare will simply have the effect of swelling the mem- 
bership of such clubs. 

Possibly the source of the trouble is not in walk- 
ing clubs, but in riding clubs. Yearly more people 
are traveling in motor cars. Traction magnates in 
other cities have frankly acknowledged that the auto- 
mobile has become a serious competitor. Besides re- 
ducing patronage, it piles up liability expense and 
accident accounts. Perhaps it may be necessary to 
apply the ban to the auto. The people are now 
in a prohibitory mood. If booze may be banished, 
why not gasoline? The remedial magic of verboten 
need not be limited to morals. Apply it to our ma- 
terial wounds. , 

Meantime the old and proved business principles of 
furnishing goods at a price to attract patronage 
are still functioning. The Philadelphia experiment 
of retaining the nickel car fare is one that should 
commend itself to harried traction magnates.
